And Survival 


One natural resource man is careless about 
is the air he breathes. A spokesman for the 
National Institute of Municipal Law Officers 
stated the complaint succinctly a few \cars ago. 
Urging more vigorous air pollution control, 
he said* “ The very air we breathe is being used 
IS a common sewer where fumes, gases and all 
manner of pollutants are dumped.” 
But nobody got very excited about it and 
the problem of polluted air is still high on the 
■genda of things to do to make life more pleas­ 
ant, particularly in thickly settled areas. 
The American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science has set up a committee of 
scientists to “ help prej>erve the atmosphere's 
ability to sustain life.” The association’s warning 
that “ the future of mankind depends upon the 
wisdom with which we conserve our atmos­ 
pheric resources” cannot be taken lightly. 
The scientists cannot be expected to conjure 
up a magic solution tor all air-pollution problems 
— local enforcement of wise regulation is still 
the ultimate answer. 
But by drawing attention to the fact that 
eleaning up the air is not simplx a matter of 
comfort, but of survival, the .«scientists already 
have performed a worthwhile service.

One natural resource man is careless about 


is the air he breathes. 
A spokesman for the 


National Institute of Municipal Law Officers 


stated the complaint succinctly a few years ago. 


Urging more vigorous air pollution control, 


he said: “The very air we breathe is being used 


as a common sewer where fumes, ga.->cs and all 


manner of pollutants are dumped.*’ 
But nobody got very excited about it and 


the problem of polluted air is still high on the 


agenda of things to do to make life more pleas­ 


ant, particularly in thickly settled areas. 


The American Association for the A dvance­

A text hook on law enforcement rarely comes my 
way and when I saw this one. “ Introduction to Law 
Enforcem ent.’’ I wondered whether I was not looking 
at a new science. 
The authors are A. ('. Germann, 


Professor of Police Science at Long Beach State Col­ 
lege. California. Frank D. Day, Professor of Police 
Administration at Michigan State University, East Lans­ 


ing. Michigan: and Robert R. J. Gallati, Assistant Chief 
Inspector, Commanding Officer. Manhattan. New York, 
Assistant Dean for Police Studies. City College 
New 
York and Commanding Officer of the Police Academes. 


Obviously, police work has entered the university 
kand we shall have an increasing numbei of educated 
policemen. This is all to the good, because law enforce­ 
ment requires understanding of what law is and what 


enforcement means in a free society. 


An attempt is made in this hook to treat police 
work historically and sociologically. 
The general 
reader may not be interested in this part of the 
Hook, although he should be as, at this time. when 


crim e is on so serious an increase, law enforcement 


is everybody’s business. 


In this country there are many agencies of law 


enforcement, the rminieipal police, the state police, 
the FBI, the various courts, municipal. state and 


federal. There are varieties of police officers and 


varieties of prosecuting otficers. 


As I read this book. I reached the conclusion that 
the principal problem which faces all the law enforce­ 
m ent agencies is how 
to enforce the law 
without 
violating ii. 
This involves no! only such devices as wire-tapping, 
tam pering with the mail, but also entrapment. 
The 
authors of this book answer this question thus: 
“ It can be said that a certain amount of law 
enforcement activity lie*- in a white zone—where actions 
are legal and moral, and would stand the penetiating 
evaluation of judge, scholar, minister, 
lawyer, 
and 
citizen . . . 
“ It can be said that a small portion of law enforce­ 
ment activity lies in a black zone—w h e ir actions are 
legally and morally reprehensible, and could not be 
justified by the most agile casuistry . . .’’ 
Then the authors describe another area: 
“ And, it can be said that another portion of law 
enforcement activity lies in a grey zone—where other­ 
wise illegal or immoral activities are somehow tolerated 
and rationalized by both public and police . . .’’ 


The Black and the Grey Zones are intolerable in 
a free society and should be avoided no m atter bow 
serious the crime. It is easy for the police or a prose­ 
cutor, seeking to build a case whether for a correct 
reason or to make publicity for himself, or lo take 
personal or political revenge. Even if it does not hold 
up in a court of law. such action could an n a repu­ 
tation or rob a person of his freedom 
This is p ar­ 
ticularly true when entrapm ent is employed or when 
lesser persons are offered immunity for greater crimes 
in order to catch some objective person. 
This is strictly an abuse of the Anglo-Saxon theory 
of law enforcement and is intolerable in a free society. 
This. like guilt by association, is a product of d espera­ 
tion in law enforcement. 


Law enforcement officers who violate the law 


or who violate the traditions of law enforcement, 
who invade lawver-client relationships or who in­ 
vade the authority of the courts have no place in 


our society. They engender disrespect for the law 
and create disorder and scandal. 
The police arc learning not to use the rubber 


hose or the sharp lights to extract a confession. 
y Such conduct is suitable for Nazi Germany but has 
** 
no place in our society. The prosecutor who hugs 
telephones and sneaks mail without a court order 
and without notice is as criminal as the offender 
he wishes lo catch.

GENEVA — The 
Communist 
delegation from Peiping which is 
attending

This is indicated, too. by a recent 
speech by Soviet Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev.
